This was followed by a scene of disorder without parallel 
(the Daily News correspondent says) in the Parliamentary 
records of the Third Republic. Comte de Bernis, who is a 
retired cavalry officer, climbed on all fours the right stair, 
and bounding forward dealt M. Jaurés such a blow on the 
back of the neck as to knock him head foremost to the 
space below. With great coolness M. Jaurès in falling 
seized the hand-rail. The House and the galleries stood 
up, and M. de Bernis was hooted by all but his own 
people, and called “coward” and “traitor.” Finally, 
When it seemed hopeless to calm such rage, M. Brisson put 
on his hat, and he and his secretaries left. The French 
Chamber was occupied on Monday with the resumption of 
the debate concerning the sentence on Dreyfus. M. 
Jaurés was now the principal assailant of the Government, 
and his speech and those of his friends were replied 
to by the reiteration of the Premier that the Govern- 
ment would not consent to debate in the House the 
details of a judicial procedure. The discussion occupied 
the entire sitting, and ended in the adoption of an Order of 
the Day approving the declarations of the Government by 
376 votes against 133, The President read a demand from 
the Public Prosecutor for authority to proceed against two 
Deputies who were prominent in Saturday’s disturbances. 
Rioting was renewed at Algiers on Monday ; two lives were 
lost, and a great deal of Jewish property was destroyed. In 
the Budget Committee of the Berlin Reichstag last Monday, 
the German Secretary for Foreign Affairs said he could 
affirm in the most positive manner that there had never 
been any relations whatever between Captain Dreyfus and 
any German representative or agent. It is reported that a

The baby during 
its descent of the ladder was holding a cake in its hand, 
Which he presented to his rescuer. The fireman good- 
haturedly made a show of receiving the gift.
